tion, The dispatches stated who the 
commanding general of the department 
| would be, and those of this morning give 
| the names of various other army officers

The recreating of the department has 
recalled to mind the old department of 
the eulf, which was created when the 
department of Texas was abolished. All 
of the officers of the department of Texas 
were moved to Atlanta and had charge 
of the movements of troops in this sec- 
tions. Headquarters were first in the 
Austell building, where an entire floor 
was occupied, the latter in the Prudential 
building, where, also, an entire floor was 
used. 

It is therefore probable that head- 
ouarters for the new department of the 
gulf will occupy a floor in one of the 
tall office buildings of Atlanta. but which 
one will be used has, of course, not been 
determined. 

Was Result of War. 

The department which formerly had 
headquarters here was created as a result 
of the Spanish-American war, This sec- 
tion of the country was filled with sol- 
diers. and their handling required the 
presence of officers of the commissary, 
quartermaster, medical and other de- 
partments.

Continuing, the report says the revis- 
ion of Postmaster Willett’s accounts of 
itself is sufficient to show that Mr. 
Heath's official record is not so clear as 
to defy suspicion, 

It adds: 

*“‘Moreover, the ‘confidential report’ of 
Inspector in Charge Smith, and the ‘spe- 
cial report’ of Inspector Little, tend so 
strongly to sustain some of the most se- 
rious charges made by Mr. Tulloch 
against Mr. Heath that it is quite impos- 
sible to dispose of. these charges by call- 
ing them ‘Iles out of the whole cloth.’ 
The reasonable inference to be drawn 
from Mr. Heath’s complete failure to 
rreet fully and explicitly . accusations 
which, as Postmaster General Payne very 
justly admonished him, ‘charged him with 
many acts of doubtful propriety,’ added 
to the facts appearing from the record 
evidence laid before us, oblige us to say 
that at least a strong prima facie case 
is presented of wilful and reckless dis- 
regard by the late first assistant post- 
master general of obligation imposed on 
him by the regulations of his own de- 
partment, as well as by the statutes of.

Consyl Albert, of 
Brunswick, reported that graduates of 
the Tuskegee institute were engaged in 
establishing cotton cultivation in Togo- 
land. Consuls Monaghan, at Chemnits, 
and Hughes, at Coburg, have made more 
recent: reports on the subject. Consider- 
able quantities have been shipped from 
Togo, where there is Said to be as much 
land suitable for cotton as in Egypt, with 
a favorable soil and climate. More re- 
cently Kameroon, in German Southwest 
Africa; Ambolade and German East Af- 
rica have come into the field. From the 
Kiowa district, in German East Africa, 
a small qauntity reached Bremen, and 
is said to be as good as the Egyptian 
product,

Governor Taft and Catholic 
Church Reach Agreement 


The Pope Has Given His Approval 
of the Terms o. Settlement—The 
Friars Take Millions Less 
Than Th Formerly 
Asked. 


Manila, December 16—An agreement 
has been reached between General Taft 
and the friars by which the United Statas 
will acquire the friar lands for the sUm 
of $7,210,000 gold. 

The pope has given his approval of 
the terms of the settlement and the ap- 
proval of the war department is awaited. 
The settlement provides for the purchase 
of 403,000 acres, comprising all the agrl- 
cultural lands and holdings of the friars, 
with the exception of (2,000 acres, in- 
cluding a farm near Manila, which has 
been sold to a railroad company, and 
also one sugar plantation. 

The friars originally asked fifteen mil- 
Hons. Governor Taft offered them six 
millions.

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SWEPT BY FIRE 


Ware House and Livery Sta- 
ble Destreyed--Insurance 
ls Small. 


Lawrenceville, Ga., December 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)»—Lawrenceville had a disastrous firé 
this morning, causing a loss of $15,000. 

The fire originated tn the Globe ware 
house, where there was stored 150 bales 
of cotton. In one part of the building

peeple had $7,508 on estton and $1,000

lyn, 61,000; Gontinental, $1,000; Ger- 
mania, 61,000 on bullding, 

There was ho other insurance except 
8600 on stoak of H. L. Rebinson and 
61,000 on News-Herald outfit. The fire 
destroyed the ware house and RHR. N., 
Robinson's brick bullding, owned by the 
W. E. Brown estate. W. EB. Brown & 
Son saved part of the furniture in the 
Robinson building and R. L, Robimson 
saved part of his stock in the Branson 
budlding. The News-Herald Publishing 
Company lost about everything. The 
principal loser is. the Brown estate. 
They had three buildings destroyed with 
no insurance. The fire started about 2 
o'clock this morning in the ware house, 
The cause of the fire ig unknown.

10 A JELLY 


Robert Carson Crushed to 
Death by a Great 
Log. 


Commerce, Ga., December 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Robert CarSon, son of R. H. Car- 
son, of Ashland, Franklin county, was 
the victim of a fatal accident yesterday 
evening, 

He was running a saw mill ~near 
Stranges low ground, in Franklin coun- 
ty. The log yard wag on a hillside near 
the saw mill. While he was at work 
on the yard, he saw one of the logs 
rolling toward him. In an effort to stop 
log, the was thrown to the ground, 
falling with his breast on a stump.

TQ SELL TENNILLE MILLS 


Judge Evans, of Washington Supe- 
rior Court, Names Judge Bur- 
well and Dr. Smith as Core- 
ceivers and Orders Sale 
of Property. 


Sandersville, Ga., December 1!16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Tennille cotton mills is in the 
hands of a@ receiver for the second time. 
Some time ago a bill was filed in the 
United States court by the bondholders, 
praying a foreclosure Of their mortgage 
and the appointment of a receiver to sell 
the property. Under a decree rendered 
in the federal court the mills were sold 
and bought In by a s¥ndicate composed 
of about 90 per cent of the bondholders. 

A pooling arrangement was entered in- 
to and Judge A. Burwell, of Charlotte, 
N, C., was named as trustee for the syn- 
dicate. Judge Burwell, as trustee, sold 
the mil] properties to a Mr. Burton, of 
South Carolina, for the sum of $45,000. 
Some of the bondholders thought this 
price was too small (the original price 
which the mills cost thaving been about 
$110,000), and filed a bfll in the superior 
court of Washington county to vacate the 
sale, 

Prior to the hearing Mr, Burton and 
Judge Burwell rescinded the sale, Mr. 
Burton paying $5,000 to be released from 
hig bargain. In the hearing before Judge 
Evans at Sandersville, the minority 
bondholders insisted that by the terms 
of the pooling arrangement Judge Bur- 
well’s duties as trustee ended with the 
purchase of the property and as there 
Was great expense attending the keeping 
of the property and the plaintiffs desired 
a partition, a receivership was asked for. 
The majority bondholders insisted that 
Judge Burwell, by the terms of the pool- 
ing arrangement had the right to resell 
the property. 

Judge Evans held that Judge Burwell’s 
duties as trustee ended when he pur- 
chased the property and appointed Judge 
Burwell, and also Dr. C. V. Smith, the 
latter of Tennille, Ga., as co-receivers 
to manage and preserve the property and 
to sell the same under the approval and 
supervision of the court, 

The mills were erected some _. three 
years ago at a cost Of about $110,000 
and. since that time have never been op- 
erated at all. They are lying idle at 
Tennille and have been since their erec- 
tion, though it is stated that it is a wel! 
equipped, entirely new and wel located 
plant, 

The property will be advertised by the 
coreceivers and the same will be sold by 
them at private sale, the price of the 
purchase to be approved by Judge Evans.

Idle Negro Being Eliminated, 
Says President Williams 


Seaboard’s Executive Says That Va- 
grancy Laws of Georgia and 
Alabama Are Working Well. 
Outlook for the South 
is Good, 


Richmond, Va., December 16.—Prestdent 
John Skelton Williams, of the Seaboard 
Air Line Railway Company, returned to 
the elite tedav after a two wetks’ Inspee- 
tion trip over the eompany’s Hnes in Vir- 
ginia, North and South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida and Alabama. Mr, Williams was 
accompanied on the inspection trip by 
Directors James A. Biasir, of New York, 
and T, Jefferson Coolidge, Jr., of Boston, 
and part of the time by Thomas F: Ryan, 
of New York. 

This afternoon Mr. Williams gave out an 
interview, in which, after speaking most 
enthusiastically of the business, bank- 
ing, industrial and agricultural conditions 
in the south, he said the vagrancy laws 
of Georgia and Alabama “are rapidly 
eliminating the idle negro and converting 
him into a useful membfr of society. They 
have helped the Seaboard Air Line rail 
way in its construction work and our 
contractors have been able to keep them- 
selves pretty well supplied with labor. 

‘Everywhere in the south the opening 
of the isthmian canal is looked earnestly 
forwami to and it should n#@t be long 
after the opening of this canal when the 
southern states, with thelr magnificent 
ports, must attract the commerce of the 
world.”’

THE CANAL AS A PARTY ISSUE. 

The proceedings in the senate democratic caucus on Tuesday reveal 
a situation that needs to be dealt with in no uncertain way. On the 
question of binding demecratic senators to any measure as a party issue, 
the requirement being the concurrenec of two-thirds of such senators, which 
is twenty-two, the vote was nearly unanimous, That action is not out of 
accord with traditional party disci pline. 

On the question of making opposition to the ratification of the 
Panama canal] treaty a party duty, binding on all democratic senators, 
there were eleven of the twent-y-six senators present who voted against 
a resolution to consider the question in caucus at all. These eleven are 
one-third of the full caucus and if there is no other democratic senator 
like-minded with them they will be outvoted and united democratic op- 
position to the Panama treaty will be forced as a paramount party duty. 

Nothing we can conceive of at this junctiure could be more calam- 
itous to the democratic party of the nation than to have its represen- 
tatives in the senate take that action The Panama canal matter is not 
a party issue, but a great and world-wide commercial issue whose realiza- 
tion has already been too long delayed. The greater part of the civil- 
ized world applauds the present status of the canal question as produced 
by the Panama secession and the recognition of the Panaman republic 
by the United States, with the negotiation of the treaty now offered for 
ratification. 

The simplest observer of popular tempers in this country cannot 
mistake how the American people feel about this matter. They approve 
what has been done to date, they want and mean to have that canal, 
and they will visit their wrath upon whatever man or party may defeat 
their wishes. The defeat of the treaty would simply delay the canal and 
enrage the people. That defeat would be fatuous and fatal to the popu- 
larity ef the party productng it. It would give no prestige to the democ- 
racy, bat would give to the republicans the largest and best issue 
against the democracy that current political conditions could afford 
them. 

There is no use here to go over the history of the Panaman pro- 
They are accomplished facts and facts must be dealt with 
They cannot be dodged or eluded. And the critical question 
should be what good can be done by

with the democratic senators now 
opposing and, if possible, defeating the Panama treaty? 

If they think it wise to put the democratic party in opposition to the 
popular desires of the vast majority of the nation, then they will vote 
to oppose the treaty. .

If they wish to destroy utterly the rising hopes of the entire south to 

improve their industrial and manufacturing export trade with south Pacific 
and Oriental markets, and so turn us over completely to the commer- 
cial pelicies and dominion of the eastern section of the country, they 
will vote to oppose the treaty. 

If they wish to send the defeated treaty to the country in the 
hands of the republicans, crying: “Behold, with ail our sins of graft and 
loot, we did not assassinate this thing! Trust to Roosevelt and to us 
and we will revive and establish it!” and so win a hands-down victory 
over the democracy, they wifl vote to oppose the treaty. 

Senators Bacon and Clay are to be commended strongly 
determined opposition tothe making of this purely business question a 
caucus party issue. The senators from Florida, from North Carolina, 
from Arkansas and from Louisiana are equally and courgeous 
against such action. Senator Cockrell, of Missouri, must also be included 
for praise because he resists the dangerous proposition to commit the 
democracy to the defeat of the treaty. 

But where are the other southern senators whose states and peo 
ples are as profoundly interested as any of their sister states of the 
gulf and seaboard in this great international highway? Surely, they 
will not enter into the folly of making the democratic party the enemy 
of the canal! 

To the senators who are fighting against the erection of the treaty 
question into a party issue The Constitution sends its encouragement 
and urges them to persist, to persuade their colleagues and in every 
possible legitimate way endeavor to defeat the amazing policy of com- 
mitting our party to the rejection of the treaty and the further compli- 
cation of the canal] question.

Conflicts of Boer War To 
Be Reproduced at St. 
Louis, 


New York, December !16.—General Ben- 
jamin Viljoen, one of the three assistant 
general in the Boer war, 
who has just arrived here from Europe 
on his way to St. Louis, says a plan 
has heen evolved for the reproduction at 
the Louisiana purchase exposition of the 
battle of Colenso, the defeat of General 
Buller and the British forces on the 
Tugela. December 15, 1899, and Cronje’s 
surrender to the British on February 27, 
1900. 

“This unique feature will be the ap- 
pearance.” said Captain Arthur W. 
Lewis, who fought on the English side 
and who came over with General Viljoen, 
“of about six hundred to a thousand men, 
probably about equally divided between 
British and Boers. who actually had a 
part in the hostilities in South Africa. A 
percentage of the net proceeds will go to 
the relief of the sufferings of the desti- 
tute women and children in the Trans- 
vaal.’’ 

Captain Lewis, who is associated with 
the Boer general, is a native of Clinton 
county, Missouri. He fought on the side 
of the English through the war and rose 
from the ranks.

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BIG MEETING 
IS COMING HERE 


National Educational Asso- 
ciation Not Going to Wash- 
ington, D, C, 


Members of the loca] executive commit- 
tee, of which Mayor Howell is chair- 
man and E.’ P. Burns secretary, which 
has charge of the arrangements for the 
convention of the National Educational 
Association, which. mects here February 
23, 24 and 25, 1904, were surprised sev- 
eral days ago to read a statement in a 
Macon paper to the effect that the meet- 
ing would not be held in Atlanta. In 
this article, it was announced that Gen- 
eral Secretary Sheppard was considering 
the matter of changing the place of meet- 
ing from Atlanta to Washington, dD. C. 
The cause assigned for this change was 
that there was a lack of interest in the 
matter in Atlanta. 

However, on the preceding this publica- 
tion, Secretary Burns, of the local com- 
mittee, received a long letter from Sec 
retary Sheppard, thanking Mr. Burns for 
irformation that had been sent, and stat- 


so far made were entirely satisfactory 
to the national] officers. 

The loca; committee has engaged the 
Grand opera house for the three days 
and nights of the convention. In addi- 
tion to this, the railroads have been 
applied to for reduced rates for side trips 
and a trip to Cuba, and for extension 
privileges in order that delegates to the 
convention may avail themselves of the 
opportunity to, visit the interesting points 
in this section. Mr. Sheppard has been 
sent a detailed statement of what 4c- 
commodations the hotels of the city can 
furnish and the committee has advertised 
the time and place of meeting widely. 

It is believed that the rumor that the 
place of meeting would be changed grew 
out of a letter written to Mr. Burns 
by Mr. Sheppard some time ago, in which 
it was suggested that the local commit- 
tee consider the matter well. It was 
asked, in this letter, if the Southern 
Education meeting in December would in- 
terfere with the national meeting, and 
it was suggested that if Atlanta, for 
any reason, could not entertain the con- 
vention, the place of meeting would be 
changed to Washington. 

In reply to this letter, Mr. Burns wrote 
Mr. Sheppard what the committee was 
doing, and declared that everything was 
working toward increasing greater inter- 
est in the national meeting. He outlined 
the plans of the committee, and hag re- 
ceived from Mr. Sheppard assurances of 


his satisfaction and no jndication that 
the meeting will not be held in At- 
lanta.

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CRIBB REFUSED 
A NEW RESPITE 


Attorneys Make Another At- 
tempt To Save Murderer’s 
Neck. 


Attorneys for Lee Cribb, the Coffee 
county murderer, who is to be hanged to- 
morrow, yesterday made an ineffectual 
attempt to sect?re another respite for their 
condemned client. Governor Terrell, how- 
ever refused to consider the application 
and will let the law take its course. 

Cribb’s attorneys, after an examination 
for insanity had failed of results, went 
before Judge Parker of the Brunswick 
circuit, and filed a petition asking for a 
jury to try Cribb on the Insanity plea. 
Judge Parker refused this trial, but gave 
his approval to a bill of exceptions carry- 
ing the case to the supreme court. The 
condemned man’s attorneys took this 
course on the alleged ground that the 
Slaton law did not apply to Cribb, be- 
cause his case was pending at the time 
the law was passed. It is true Cribb’s 
trial for murder was pending, but the 
question of his menta] condition was not, 

It was on the strength of this bill of 
exceptions approved by Judge Parker that 
Cribb’s attorneys asked Governor Terrell 
yesterday for a respite. This the gover- 
nor denied because he holds that the Sia- 
ton law is applicable and that Cribb’s in- 
sanity plea cannot now be taken into the 
courts. 

The only course open to Cribb now is to 
ask Judge Parker for a supersedeas until 
the bill of exceptions can be reviewed by 
the supreme court. If this is denied the 
attorneys will have only today to ask the 
supreme cOurt for a mandamus against 
the superior court judge to compel! him 
to grant a supersedeas. There is barely 
a chance of Cribb’s securing a little long: 
er lease on life by this method, but the 
probabilities are he will go to the galows 
tomorrow as scheduled. 

Ferguson Wants Time To Pray. . 

Following upon the heels of his refusal] 
to grant a respite to Lee Cribb, Governor 
Terrell yesterday received the following 
telegram from Ned Jack Ferguson, a ne- 
gro, who !s sentenced to be hanged in 
worth county tomorrow: 

‘Isabelle, Ga., December 16, 1903: Gov- 
ernor J. M. Terrell, Atlanta, Ga.: I am 
on my Knees begging God for forgiveness 
Grant me a respite until He hears me. 

“NED JACK FERGUSON.” 
is the second telegram the gov- 
ernor has received Zrom Ferguson, and in 
the first he also ed time to pray. The 
governor also received a telegram from 
Judge Frank Park, of the county court, 
requesting that a respite be granted in 
this case. , 

Ferguson at the time of the commisison 
of his crime was a convict working in a 
penitentiary camp in Worth county. In 
a quarrel he struck another negro convict 
on the head with a billet of wood, killing 
him almost instantly. 

Governor Terrell has not yet and proba- 
bly wil] not interfere in the execution of 
Ferguson.

Revealed in His . ) 
Will, 


New York, December !16.—A romance, 
buried nearly half a century, has been 
disclosed by the filing for probate of the 
will made by Alpheus DuBois, who has 
presided over a public school of this city 
principal for fifty-three years.

United States Will Demand Repara- 
tion for the Assault on Davis. 
After Being Attacked Davis 
Thrashed Five Turkish 
Policemen. 


Washington, December 16.—As a result 
of Minister Leishman’s advice respect- 
ing the Alexandretta affair, the state 


department has requested the navy 
partment to place a war ship at the dis- 
posal of Consu) Davis, now at Beirut, 
upon which he might return to Alexan- 
draita at his pleasure. The navy de- 
partment accordingly cabled instructions 
to Admira] Cotton, on board the flag ship 
Brooklyn, at Alexandretta, Egypt, to 
place a vessel at the disposal of Mr. Da- 
vis. It is believed the Brooklyn will be 
selected. It is left to the consul to ar- 
range the terms of his recepthon. 

Acting Secretary of State Adce has 
taken a firm stand in the matter of the 
assault upon United States Consul W. R. 
Davis by Turkish officials and the police 
at Alexandrerta. He has cabled Minister 
Leishman to present the facts to Turkish 
government and inform that government 
that the case is one seeming to invite 
and reparation. 
The state department does not indicate 
what measure of reparation ts expected, 
but dt is understood that the Turkish 
government certainly will by removal or 
otherwise punish the offending Turkish 
Officials at Alexandretta and compensate 
Attrain for the losses and injuries he 
has sustained. The Turkish government 
is willing to compensate Attrain and de- 
port him. 

[It is understood that the main offense 
Is the assault upon the United States 
consul, a matter of gravity in interna- 
tional law. The information that has 
reached the department is to the effect 
that Mr. Davis was acting entirely within 
his rights and powers and that while en- 
gaged in protecting, as was his duty, a 
naturalized American citizen, he was set 
upOn by five Turkish policemen jing 
dragged along the ground. It so appear- 
ed incidentally that upon recovering his 
footing, the consul promptly and sound- 
ly thrashed all five of the policemen.

UHAMGERLAIN scr suy'saocs Are con. 


rrophet Thinks He Can Oo 


Former Secretary Closes Fiscal 
— Campaign at Leeds 


He Addresses Two Great Audiences 
and His Plea for Change in Fis- 
cal Policy of Great Britain 
Is ieartily Cheered 
by Hearers. 


Leeds, December 16.—Joseph Chamber- 
lain addressed two immenege audiences 
tonight, making the last speeches of his 
fiscal campaign for the present year. 

From the moment of Mr. Chamberlain's 
arrival in Leeds the enthusiasm was tre- 


mendous. The appearance of Mr. Cham-. 


berlain on the platform, accompanied by 
Mrs. Chamberlain, was the signal for 
an ovation, which continued for many 
minutes. 

The first speech was made in the coi- 
iseum and was listened to by three thous- 
and persons, and a similar number at- 
tended the overflow meeting held after- 
wards in the town hall. 

The feature of Mr. Chamberlain's 
speech at the coliseum was his announce- 
ment of the fact that he has been en- 


gaged in getting together a committee 
to make Inquiries among the various 
branches of trade at home and abroad, 
the work of which committee he ex- 
pected will result in clearing away many 
difficulties. ‘The committee will consist of 
about thirty business men of the high- 
est standing, who will begin their work 
in the near future. It will be composed 
of men from all centers of industry, 
both in the United Kingdom and in the 
colonies, Sub-committees will be formed 
to deal with each branch of trade and 
to take exhaustive evidence, meeting 
twice a week untill their work is finished. 
When the reports are completed Mr. 
Chamberlain said he e@#pected to be in 
a position to formulate a tariff bil) ac- 
ceplable to the country, which will not 
only foster imperial trade, which 
will enable Great Britain to give trade 
advantages to those who are prepared 
to render her similar favors. Continuing 
Mr. Chamberlain said: 

“We have gone a long way tn the di- 
rection of forming a commission. not an 
official commission, but a non-politic 
commission of experts, to consider the 
present condition of imperia] trade and to 
find remedies for its defects. 

“It will invite before it witnesses from 
every trade and industry and after hear- 
ing all of them this commission will 
frame a model tariff measure. When the 
government is ripe for action a tariff bill 
will be presented on which the public will 
have every opportunity of expressing its 
opinion.”’ 

The rest of Mr. Chamberlain's speech 
largely a repetition of his former 
arguments. He said he had been blamed 
for saying that preferential trade with 
the colonies would not mean an additien 
to the cost of living. In answer to this 
Mr. Chamberlain quoted a letter from 
Charles Booth, of the -firm of Alfred 
Booth & Co., of Liverpool, in which Mr. 
Booth said that he did not think Mr. 
Chamberlain’s proposals would add to the 
ecst of living, but that even If they dia, 
that fact would not, in Mr. Booth’s opin- 
ion, detract from the merits of the said 
proposals, which, if carried out with 
rensonable prudence, would undoubtedly 
conduce to the national] and imperial pros- 
perity. 

Chamberlain Plans Campaign. 

London, December !16.—No one in Lon- 
don has given the by-election to parlia- 
ment from the Lewisham and Dulwich 
districts of two supporters of Joseph 
Chamberlain's fiscal policy, such proofs 
of its enthusiastic approval of preferen- 
tial] and retaliatory tariffs, the movement 
may be expected to attain a greatly in- 
creased impetus throughout the country. 
Indeed, Mr. Chamberlain's plans already 
are in a more forward condition than 
generally known. He has engaged in 
getting together a committee to make 
inquiries among the various branches of 
trade at home and abroad whose work 
he expects wil] result in clearing away 
may difficulties.

REPORT ON POLICE WORK. 


Officer Gloer, Special Investigator, 
Recites Important Facts 
to the Chief. 

Mounted Policeman J. M. Gloer, detaii- 
ed by Chief of Police John W. Ball as a 
special investigating officer of the polite 
department, has made his annual report 
to the chief, in which !{s recited some 
important facts and figures affecting this 
special department of police work. This 
detail of a special investigating officer 
was originated by Chief Ball and he is 
greatly pleased with the showing made 
in the annual report, 

The report shows that during the year 
Officer Gloer has made 150 cases for 
yiolations of city ordinances and twenty- 
four cases for Violations: of state laws 
and that he has recovered stolen goods 
to the amount of $192.50. 

Other features of the report are as fol- 
lows: Number of investigations made 
on written requests from mayors, sher- 
iffs, chiefs of police, mothers and fathers 
and other persons throughout the United 
States, 397; number of cases of destitu- 
tion reported to the police department, 
found deserving and assisted by city 
warden, 252; number of cases made for 
cruelty to children, 7; number of cases 
made for cruelty to animals, 9; number 
of children gathered from the slums and 
given comfortable homes, 63; number of 
horses and mules found on the streets 
unfit for service and ordered off of the 
streets. until fit for service, 89. 

It is also shown that Officer Gloer had 
four persons adjudged insane and sent 
to the state asylum, that he sent 18 per- 
cons to the county alms house: that he 
placed in the hospital I2 persons who 
were unable to care for themselves. He 
also sent 10 persons out of the city to 
relatives.

Vienna, December 16.—Emperor Francis 
Joseph today recelved the Austro-Hun- 
garian delegation. The speech from the 
throne was chiefly notable for its strong 
affirmation of the emperor’s determina- 
tion to maintain the dreibund. 

“By a renewal of the triple alliance,” 
he said, ‘‘this well proved basis of our 
policy, which we have determined to 
maintain henceforth, has been consoli- 
dated for the future.”’ 

The speech referred to the 
Pope Leo to the gratifying foreign re- 


lations of the dual monarchy and to thie | 


close harmony between Austria and Rus- 
sia in regard to the Balkans, with the 
object ‘“‘of maintaining peace and the 
status quo in those rveions, in which we 
are receiving thedefergetic support of 
the other great pé ers.” : 

The emperor also said Austria and 
Russia had no selfish aims in the Bal- 
Kans, and only have in view the estab- 
lishment of peace, in the interest of the 
whole of Europe to which end Austria- 
Hungary was endeavoring to induce Tur- 
key to improve the position of the Chris- 
tlans and to restrain Bulgaria from en- 
couraging revolt. 

After mentioning the visits of my dear 
the German emperor, the czar of 
the king of England, who 
gave the desired opportunity for a per- 
Sonal exchange of views in regard to the 
Balkans and all other questions at pres- 
ent engaging the chancellortes, the speech 
continued: 

“In Servia a change of dynasty has 
been brought about by a erime which 
must fill every civilized being with hor- 
ror. It is to be hoped that this coun- 
try, uncer its new ruler, may be df 
rected towards its moral regeneration 
and a prosperous future.”

Mr. McKowen has been suspended by 
President Wheeler and placed under ar- 
rest by the local authorities. 

Secretary McKowen’s arrest followed 
the discovery that he had attempted to 
pay a racing debt with a check made out 
to him personally by Mrs. Phoebe Hearst. 
This check was for $1,160 and was hand- 
ed over to by McKowen to Bookmaker 
John Davis in payment of makers on the 
race for $1,120. Davis gave McKowen 
$40 in change and deposited the check 
in the Western national bank, from which 
it turned up to expose the affair, 

President Wheeler said today: 

“I have suspended McKowen from of- 
fice pending the action of Governor Par- 
dee, who is president of the board of 
regents, and have placed the office in 
charge temporarily of my private sec- 
pretary, Victor Henderson. 

“The total amount of the defalcation we 
do not know. He said he thought it 
would be $20,000 or more. He had spent 
it on the race track.” 

President Wheeler spoke highly of Me- 
Kowen’'s personality and was visibly af- 
fected in telling how his trust had been 
betrayed. McKowen has been in the uni- 
versity about twenty years, is unmarried 
and about forty years of age. His salary 
was $2,400 a year.

SPAT IN FACES | 


OF SOLDIERS 


Almost Incredible Brutality 
Proved on German 
Officer. 


Berlin, December 16.—Owing to the mis- 
treatment of soldiers on 152 counts and 
abuses of authority on one hundred 
counts, a non-commissioned officer named 
Franski, of the Bighty-fifth infantry, has 
been sentenced to five years’ imprison- 
ment and dishonorable discharge by 
courtmartial at Rendburg. 

The court declared Franski “had dis 
played the brutality of an ox driver’ and 
pronounced his superior officers guilty of 
negligent oversight. 

Franskj borrowed sums of money from 
soldiers habitually, and never repaid them 
and teat his subordinates with @lubs and 
whips and spat in the faces of men. Sev- 
eral of the men were maltreated from 
100 to 200 times each.

Measure Passes the Senate by 


the Decisive Vote of

BOTH GEORGIA SENATORS 
VOTED FOR THE MEASURE 


Bailey Refers to the Recent Demo- 


cratic Caucus and Warns Re- 
publicans That They Must 
Depend on Themselves 
in the Future. 


Washington, December 16.—By the de- 
cisive vote of 57 to I8, the senate to- 
day passed the bill carrying into effect 
the reciprocity treaty with Cuba. 

The final vote was taken at the close 
of a day which was marked by a debate 
which, while at times animated, was 
never acrimonidus, The principal speeches 
were made by Mr. Spooner for the Bill 
and Mr. Bailey agajust it. In his re- 
marks, Mr. Bailey referred to the recent 
agreement of the democratic caucus to 
stand solidly on party questions and 
warned the republicans that in the future 
they could not depend on straggling dem- 
ocratic votes in support of republican 
party measures regardless of whether 
they were or were not in accord with 
democratic doctrine.

The treaty provides for a reduction of 20 
per cent from the rates of, duty under 
the Dingley law on all Cuban articles 
imported into the United States and a 
varying reduction of from 20 to 30 per 
cent from the established Cuban duty 
on articles imported into Cuba from the 
United States. 

After the passage of the Cuban bill, 
the senate agreed to the house resolu- 
tion providing for a holiday recess from 
December 19 to January 4. 


Spooner Objects to Cubans. 
Mr. Spooner in his speech,

tion of the. Newlands resolution, inviting 
Cuha to hecome a part of the United 
States, deprecating it and saving that 
he hoped it would be postponed fndefi- 
nitelv, because, he said, sometimes in- 
vitations are regarded as commands.

‘ Bailey Warns Republicans. 

Mr.- Bailey discussed at some length 
the attitude of the democratic senators 
against the reciprocity provision of the 
McKinley law and in doing so, said he 
desired that democrats should think alike 
and vote alike and not be like their rey 
publican colleagues, who, because of the 
necessity of supporting an administra- 
tion, were compelled to vote first and 
think afterwards. He confessed, how- 
ever, that the republican party had not 
been alone in that respect, for democrats 
had done the same thing. 

“Rut,” he added, turning towards the 
repu®lican side of the chamber, “you 
will hereafter get no senators from the 
white house from this side of the cham- 
ber, you'll have to take care of your 
selves In the future.” 

This statement was accepfed as a di- 
rect reference to fhe decision of the 
democratic caucus to stand as a unit on 
all measures agreed upon by a two- 
thirds vote of the caucus and aroused 
quick interest. 

“In some way or another, the repub- 
lican senators have been able to unit@ 
on measures without a party resolution, 
and when a man bolted, he was shot 
on the spot. They have carried party 
discipline to the point ef abject submis- 
sion; we have pursued our course to the 
point of insubordination. Now, I say 
that in fhe future, when your measures 
are right, you will have the solid demd- 
cratic vote; if you are not right, we 
will oppoSe you.’
